“ It’s about time the Legis­ 
lature of the State of Nebras­ 
ka looked into the Highway 
Department,” Terry Carpen­ 
ter of Scottsbluff declared 
Wednesday in the wake of 
cri ti ci sm involving a bid on 
an Interstate p r o j e c t in 
Omaha. 
Carpenter, a candidate for 
the liM».“! Legislature, said if 
he wins election he will again 
ask for a study “ of one of the 
biggest spending agencies In 
the state—one that has never 
been Investigated by the leg­ 
islative body.” 
When he last served in the 
Legi.‘?lature. 1959, 
Carpenter 
won 25-10 approval for a high­ 
way probe on June 19, but 
when lawmakers returned aft­ 
er the weekend, they reversed 
themselves and defeated the 
p r o p o s e d investigation by 
14-21 vote on June 22. 
‘Gets Pretty Loose’ 
“ It’s obvious when any big 
agency of government coasts 
along through the years with­ 
out close study by lawmakers, 
it has a chance to get pretty 
loose in its operation,” Car­ 
penter stated. 
“ When contractors are al­ 
lowed to submit bids In pen­ 
cil on any project—let alone 
one involving more than a 
million dollars—it’s time to 
take a look at the specifica­ 
tions under which they sub­ 
mit those bids,” he said. 
“ The average citizen doesn’t 
go around writing his checks 
in pencil—and the reasons are 
obvious. It’s just good com­ 
mon sense to make it man­ 
datory that all bids be sub­ 
mitted in ink or typewritten,” 
Carpenter continued. 
Carpenter also was critical 
of the Highway Department’s 
“ accepting bids in which a 
contractor does not make his 
own changes in computed to­ 
tals if he alters any part of 
his bid at the last minute.” 
Subject Of Criticism 
Both of these incidents—a 
penciled bid and one in which 
the contractor changed a unit 
price item without changing 
the previously computed total 
on that item and the total bid 
—are the subject of the criti­ 
cism on the Omaha Interstate 
project bid. 
Gov. Frank .Morrison has 
asked two highway contrac­ 
tors associations—Associated 
General Contractors and the 
Greater Omaha Heavy Con­ 
tractors—to study bid-taking 
procedures of the Highway 
Department with the idea of 
suggesting po.ssible changes.

Mo no po ly li 
Two -Sided

Tho se who like their pro blems spread 
put befo re them in clearly defined black 
and white terms might well cringe at the 
statement made by a Nebraska public po w­ 
er o fficial that a little bit o f mo no po ly m 
public po wer is a go o d thing fo r the custo ­ 
mers. The argument inv o lv ed in these 
wo rds is abo ut as o ld as o ur natio n and 
it is no t unusual that the pro blem sho uld 
no w plague the public po wer industry in 
the state. 
There are assets and liabilities to mo no p­ 
o ly and it is next to impo ssible to elimi­ 
nate all the liabilities 
in any giv en situatio n. 
The p u b l i c po wer 
gro ups are no w co n­ 
cerned o v er a recent 
District Co urt o rder in fav o r o f a custo ­ 
m er’s cho o sing the agency fro m 
w h o m 
po wer will be purchased. If the custo mer 
can make such a cho ice, it renders use­ 
less any effo rt by the public po wer agen­ 
cies to define areas o f o peratio n and elimi­ 
nate duplicatio n. On the o ther hand, the 
ruling creates a highly co mpetitiv e situa­ 
tio n which has always been co nsidered the 
co rnersto ne o f industry in America. But 
to ugh co mpetitio n in the public po wer field 
has been a co stly thing in the past and its 
adv antages are slim, at best. 
It sho uld be remembered that public p ow­ 
er b elon gs to the peo ple o f the state and 
wh en Its mo ney is wasted, the peo ple 
p ick u p th e lo ss in the rates they pay fo r 
service. It sho uld also be remembered that 
few utilities o f any nature o perate co m­ 
p etitively to day because o f the staggering 
costs of duplicatio n. Th ese co sts are no t 
offset by any pressure to ward lo wer rates 
as a result o f co mpetitio n. 
Thus, the co urt ruling has giv en pub­ 
lic po wer gro ups in Nebraska a v ery se­ 
rio us pro blem to deal with and put a m a­ 
jo r blo ck in the path t o w a r d ev entual 
agreements between the v ario us gro ups. 
If the serv ice area questio n canno t be set­ 
tled, it is do ubtful that rate matters will 
find much o f a so lutio n, either, because 
the two things are clo sely related. 
★ 
The kind o f mo no po ly in which we are 
interested is no t any great co nso lidatio n 
o f all districts into o ne co mpact agency. 
The kind o f mo no po ly that is adv o cated is 
a co mparativ ely small o ne as between co m­ 
peting agencies. There wo uld still be a 
split as between who lesalers and retail­ 
ers and there wo uld be a regulato ry agen­ 
cy inv o lv ed. The mo no po ly wo uld co me 
o nly in the area o f 
t h e i r o peratio ns. 
Being public po wer agencies, it wo uld be 
difficult fo r any retailer to take adv antage 
o f this situatio n. No r wo uld there be much 
po int in excessiv e pro fits since the retailer 
is o wned by the public. No fast so lutio n to

this pro blem is ev ident and it is o ne de­ 
v elo pment which canno t be laid at the do o r- 
sten o f the po wer agencies themselv es. 
This questio n o f mo no po ly is a v ast and 
co mplex o ne and can be seen to day o n a 
far bro ader ho rizo n than just public po wer 
in Nebraska. The idea o f mo no po ly is 
breaking do wn thro ugho ut the wo rld. We 
hav e an example o f it in the v isit to Ne­ 
braska this week o f an o fficial fro m West 
Germany. 
Mo no po ly co nv eys the tho ught 
o f o neness o r unity and this is the thing 
that Germany is no w starting to break 
do wn. She is realizing the times hav e 
beco me such that no t ev en an entire na­ 
tio n can remain who lly within itself. W'est 
Germany's reco v ery after Wo rld W'ar II 
has been pheno menal and she still is riding 
the crest o f pro sperity. 


★ 
Bui the situatio n in Germany is chang­ 
ing because o f a manpo wer sho rtage. Ger­ 
many’s pro ductio n is held back by this 
sho rtage and wage rates are co nstantly un­ 
der pressure to mo v e upwards. This means 
increased co sts with little change in pro duc- 
tiv ity and that can spell o nly tro uble. So 
Germany is casting abo ut fo r new places to 
lo cate and new markets to cultiv ate. 
Germany is also affected by her mem­ 
bership in the Co mmo n Market o f Euro pe 
which 
has a tendency to ev en 
o ut pro duc­ 
tiv ity between natio ns in many fields o f in­ 
dustry. The signs in Germany to day are 
causing many o f her financiers and eco ­ 
no mic planners to take a wo rried lo o k at 
the co untry’s situatio n. Once an eco no my 
hits the skids, it is a difficult thing to re­ 
v erse. 
Germany wants to av o id any decline by 
meeting 
her 
marketing 
and pro ductio n 
pro blems befo re they 
beco me acute. It may 
no t seem to o lo gical 
to expand German in­ 
dustry 
in 
America 
where wage rates are higher but it makes 
eno ugh sense in v iew o f the co nditio n o f the 
Euro pean co untry. Natio ns seem to arriv e 
inev itably at an eco no mic saturatio n po int 
where their market is well supplied and 
they find it difficult to expand pro ductio n. 
Yet, pro ductio n must expand if pro sperity 
is to remain. This is o ne o f the reaso ns we 
find so many changes taking place o n the 
eco no mic scene to day. 
Much the same thing is true in America 
where traditio nal metho ds and thinking are 
being abando ned in the face o f changing 
markets 
and 
mo re 
industrial 
equality 
thro ugho ut the wo rld. Trade is the thing 
that is no w unifying the wo rld in place o f 
po litics and co nquest. Pro sperity feeds upo n 
Itself and must, therefo re, co nstantly ex­ 
pand if it is no t to be lo st. 


German Need 
To Expand 


Printing Week 


Almo st ev eryo ne is to o busy reading to 
t)€ afware that the current sev en days hav e 
been set aside fo r the o bserv ance o f Inter­ 
natio nal Printing Week. .\nd it might be 
added that had printing no t been inv ented 
there wo uld hav e been no o ccasio n fo r the 
o bserv ance, and also no o ccasio n to be so 
engro ssed in reading that almo st ev eryo ne 
is unaware o f the o bserv ance. It go es to 
sho w that while printing has been a great 
bo o n and a raging flume o f human pro g­ 
ress it do esn’t always edify. 
General credit is giv en to the Chinese fo r 
being the first printers. Specimens o f print 
hav e been fo und there dating fro m the year 
848. But the Chinese o f that time pursued 
inv entio ns fo r inv entio n’s sake and failed 
with printing as with gun po wder to use 
the disco v eries to quicken their so ciety. 
It was different in Euro pe. The printed 
wo rd appeared there aro und 1440 and was 
immediately used to affect peo ple's liv es. 


Handbills went o ut telling peo ple ho w to 
behav e, and in 1456 Jo hann Gutenberg, o f 
Mainz, Germany, pro duced a Bible and 
struck o ff many co pies. 
No thing is all go o d and printing po sed its 
special pro blems, mainly that o f div iding 
co mmunities into po o r spellers and bad 
grammarians and their sneering critics. 
This gnawing so cial relatio nship is still 
go ing o n witho ut pro mise o f either side ev er 
winning. 
But o n the better side, printing was o ne 
o f the great wo rld bo o ns m that it o pened 
the way fo r bro ad based spreading o f info r­ 
matio n and mass educatio n. Printing great­ 
ly enlarged the wo rld just as 
airplanes 
shrank it, and bo th hav e the elements o f a 
great blessing. The printed wo rd pro v ided 
the way to wisdo m while the space 
age 
shrank the target to a size where wisdo m 
can be univ ersally effectiv e, that is, if the 
wo rld leaders hav e the capacity fo r bringing 
the two to gether m go o d will. 


Find Outlet Elsewhere 


One o f the difficult pro blems co nfro nting 
the American-Euro pean nego tiato rs o f tariff 
and market agreements centers aro und ag­ 
riculture. While general trade agreements 
are largly m shape it will take mo re time 
to wo rk o ut arrangements that will take 
satisfacto ry care o f farm pro ducts, that is 
to say, witho ut injury either to Euro pean o r 
American agriculture. 
All o f the inv o lv ed co untries, whether 
surplus o r deficit pro ducing, find it neces­ 
sary to maintain price suppo rts and impo rt 
restraints. The deficit pro ducing co untries, 
such as Germany, must do it to keep lo w 
priced fo reign grain and o ther pro ducts 
fro m running the German farmers o ut o f 
business. In surplus pro ducing co untries 
the suppo rts are needed to keep the farm ­ 
ers fro m pro ducing themselv es o ut o f busi­ 
ness. 


One ho pes that in the nego tiatio ns an ac­ 
co mmo datio n can be reached by expanding 
the distributio n o f fo o d stuffs by jo int par­ 
ticipatio n in an expanded fo reign aid pro ­ 
gram. Certainly, the surpluses which are 
sufficient to embarrass the U.S. and Euro ­ 
pean markets are still small eno ugh that 
they co uld disappear in the great o utside 
market where fo o d is chro nically sho rt. 
It IS no t o nly that fo o d in the distressed 
regio ns wo uld bring greater security to the 
hungry peo ple which is so mething that co uld 
be justified as philanthro py, it has a sec­ 
o ndary v alue. Backward natio ns canno t be 
expected to adv ance if their greatest energy 
must be s p e nt searching fo r less than 
eno ugh to eat. But aid pro grams that sup­ 
ply fo o d release time and energy fo r the 
tasks o f pro gress. 


Risky Buying Habits 


Purchasing pro cedures o f the stale co n­ 
tinue to giv e the public cause fo r alarm. 
The latest dispute inv o lv es a bid submit­ 
ted in pencil fo r an Interstate pav ing pro j­ 
ect co sting in excess o f $1 millio n. At the 
bid o pening, the anno uni cd to tal bid prices 
had o ne co ntracto r lo w. But the reco m- 
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mended lo w bid fro m the llighv v ay I), part- 
merit turned o ut to be a seco nd bidder who 
v ta.' lo w o n his unit pro po sal. 
The department explained that the unit 
figure multiplied by the to tal units » square 
yards o f co ncrete) gav e the -eeo nd bidder 
a lo wer to tal ‘ « Kt than he had submitted 
and the lo west to tal o f all bid.s.

Uo nable ev en if altered bids in ink o r type­ 
written sho uld be permitted because it is 
impo s.sible to kno w after bid: ha\e been 
taken and o pened when the alteratio n was 
made o r who made it. 
And 
mistakes 
by 
co ntracto rs 
sho uld 
rarely, if ev er, be taken care o f by the 
.state. What wo uld pro hibit a co ntracto r 
fro m habitually submitting o ne unit price 
and a different to tal price and then trying 
to fo rce acceptance o f whichev er o ne wax 
mo st to his adv antage after all bids were 


0|>ened? Such a situatio n inv o lv es a sub­ 
stantial legal questio n that certainly sho uld 
be settled befo re any co nflict between unit 
price and to tal price i.s arbitrarily settled 
by the state.

A t o m i c Ener- 
gy Co mmissio n. 
In the spring o f 19.58, as 
s e v 
e n steamship lines ap­ 
plied to o perate the Sav an- 
ah, 
Clarence 
Mo rse,

Maritime administrato r, ap­ 
po inted a special selectio n 
bo ard o f maritime experts 
to reco mmend the mo st qual­ 
ified. They included: Gray- 
do n Andrews, maritime gen­

What happened was that 
m a r i t i m e co mmissio ner 
Mo rse, answerable direct to 
Secretary o f Co mmerce Sin­

o wn bo ard o f experts. Mo rse 
explained lamely that t h e 
bo ard had put to o much em­ 
phasis o n passenger serv ice. 
So the bo ard went back in­ 
to sessio n, eliminated pass­ 
enger experience as a crite­ 
rio n, and. adding up all the 
remaining facto rs, still came 
up with American President 
Lines as the best qualified 
ship o perato r.

ence. rated seco nd. Higher- 
ups in the department then 
gav e the co ntract to States 
Marine as if the bo ard had 
nev er met.

Here’s a ' note frorp 
an irate husband who says 
that when he looked over 
the bill covering his wife’s 
recent illness in the hospital 
he found a 50 cent charg e 
every time they g ave her 
an aspirin. And a $5 charg e 
every time she was g iven 
streptomycin—a drug which 
can be obtained for 35 cents 
a dose at the local drug ­ 
store.

Mexican Divorce 


The Italian actress w a s 
married to Ponti by proxy in 
Ciudad Juarez, 
Mexico, 
in 
September 1957. Three years 
earlier the Italian producer 
received a Mexican divorce 
from his first wife, Giuliana 
Fiastri. 
Divorce is illegal in Italy, 
where Ponti and his f i r s t 
wife were married, and Ital­ 
ian courts do not recognize 
his Mexican divorce. 
As a result Guasco asked 
Judge Franco in August 1960 
to start a formal inquiry into 
bigamy allegations. The judge 
questioned both Miss Loren 
and Ponti in a secret session 
Aug. 23, 1960. Guasco’s latest 


move could have the effect of 
forcing Judge Franco to con­ 
clude his inquiry. 
Eyed Annulment 
A year ago in Madrid Miss 
Loren said she and her hus­ 
band were seeking a Mexi­ 
can annulment of their mar­ 
riage because of the legal dif­ 
ficulties and added: 
“ We are very much in love 
and consider ourselves mar­ 
ried. You can not take this 
away from us. Legal techni­ 
calities cannot change o u r 
feelings about each other.’* 
As far as was known here, 
the Mexican annulment has 
not yet been granted. 
The actress and Ponti are 
now in Paris.

Giant Jets 
Lift Units 
To Europe 


Frankfurt. Germany 'VPS—Gi­ 
ant transport planes Wednes­ 
day brought hundreds of U.S. 
soldiers from the U n i t e d 
States to Europe as Opera­ 
tion Long Thrust’s airlift of 
6.000 men picked up speed. 
The big airlift started Tues­ 
day with the arrival of two; 
huge jet transports and 150 
men. 
Within 12 hours Wednesday, 
another 6 planes brought an 
additional 350 men. The airlift 
will be completed Saturday. 
The exercise is a major test 
of U.S. capability of speeding 
reserves overseas in time of 
c r i s i s . Military spokesmen 
here stated Long Thrust was 
going smoothly and on sched­ 
ule. 
The troops, all from the 4th 
Infantry Division at Ft. Lew­ 
is, Wash., are being flown 
from McChord .-\irbase on the 
U.S. West Coast to Rheinmain 
Base in Germany. 
Four different routes arc 
being used by over 100 planes 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Military 
Air 
Transport Service to ferry the 
men to Europe. 
Among Wednesday’s arriv­ 
als were Maj. Gen. William 
F. Train, the 4th Division 
Commander and Col. John P. 
Brown, head of the 1st Battle 
Group, 22nd Infantry. 
The other two battle groups 
taking part in the operation 
are the 2nd, 39th Infantry, 
and the 2nd, 47th Infantry. 
All 3 are reinforced battle 
groups. 
From here, the troops are 
being driven to Mannheim to 
receive their equipment and 
armor before going on a 4-day 
NATO maneuvers at Hohen- 
. fels training area near the 
Czechoslovak Iron C u r t a i n 
border in eastern Bavaria.
